I imme- 
diately put the parties on notice that they 
were not legally married, that their license 
were void, and if te attempted to live to- 
gether they would subject themselves to the 
severest punishment by the law. I did not 
destroy the license, but returned them to 
Judge Pittman, uncertified to, with a state- 
ment of the facts in the case. He claimed 
that the license were written by. his clerk 
under the impression that both parties were 
negroes. 

Roth parties deserve to be punished to the 
full extent of the law; for they have sinned 
against light and knowledge. 

If you doubt the truth of this, your local 
can-have it verified by calling on Captain J. 
C. Hendrix, or any one else living in the 
neighborhood of Payne’s Chapel at the time.

Cotton 

The receipts at the poris last week were 
40,000 bales—36,000 bales less than last year, 
and 5,000 bales less than two years since. 
The receipts at the interior towns were 7,000 
bales—6,000 less than last year, and same fig- 
ures as two years ago. 
It is likely the receipts will be 35,000 bales 
this week, compared with 68,000 last year, 
and 42,000 the year before. And receipts a: 
interior towns indicate 8,000 bales this week, 
compared with 12,000 bales last year, and 
8,000 the year before. 
‘The present course of receipts is about onc 
half of last year, when the receipts at the 
ports were 666,000 bales after this time until 
September Ist. 
For the informaticn of some of our readers 
we will state that what are calied the interio 
towns are seven in number and are the prin- 
cipal interior cotton depots in Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Tennessee—Augusta, Columbus, 
Macon, Montgomery, Selma, Memphis and 
Nashville. The receipts at Memphis ax 
usually about one half of the whole. 
The very brisk market in New York and 
Liverpool this week is on account of the 
heavy cold rains in the South last week, and 
not, as some persons suppose, On account o! 
decreased receipts. As the price in New York 
is uOW Over one cent per pound abovea parits 
with Liverpooi, it is likely New York wil! 
have to fall half a cent, or Liverpool rise onc- 
fourth of a penny soon. 
We have had two warm spring rains this 
week, and farmers will have to work early 
and late this month. The cotton planting 
season begins in ten days, and most of the 
crop will be planted this month. Warm 
rains and plenty of fertilizers will make cot 
ton grow rapidly if kept clean of weeds. The 
long continued cold and wet of last month 
has made farmers gloomy; but warm, light 
rains this month, and a dry May will restore 
confidence to every one.

S. F. B. Morse. | 

The death of Mr. Morse, the inventor of 
the telegraph, is a noticeable event in the his- 
tory of the times. Statesman nor warrior 
has ever so impressed the world as this man 
by his single achievement. What telegraphy 
has done for progress cannot be told. 
Samuel Finley Breese Morse was born in 
Charlestown, Massachusetts, April 27, 1791. 
He was therefore 81 years old at bis death. 
He graduated at Yale Collegein 1810. He 
became a portrait painter, studying in Eng- 
land. He worked in Boston, New Hamp- 
shire, South Carolina and New York with 
varying success. 
In 1885 he invented his telegraph machine, 
in 1837 sought a patent, in 1844 built the first 
telegraph tine from Baltimore to Washing- 
ton. :

We have observed that that country, for 
which nature has done so much, is, through 
the character of its inhabitants, bankrupt in
